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Mr Weller presented and explained the purpose of ORDINmCS 
NO. 382, m I N G  SECTION 23 OF ORDINANCE NO. 375 ENTITLED, 
LICENSING FOR TRE PURPOSES OF CERTAIN PROFESSIONS, 
BERCESS, TRADES AND OCCUPA!I'ICl~S IN THE CITY O F  LODI 
such purpose being the  c l a r i f i a t i o n  of t h i s  section as 
relating t o  Ordinance No. 373 (Sales Tax Ordinance). It 
vas then moved by Councilman Bull, Haskell second, that t h i s  
ordinance be introduced and laid over for the s t a tu to rp  
period of not l e s s  than five days. So ordered, 

iiarry E. Ishaffey, dba Lodi Transit  System, holder of the 
bus line franchise granted by Ordinance No. 324 adopted 
?Lay 15, 1946 subnitted t e n t a t i v e  rev ised  rou t ing  onl t t ing  
a considereble portion of his " West Side Route If and also 
new time schedules for operations t o  be effective as soon 
as possible, these changes made necessary by the leek of 
patronage i n  the western par t  of the C i t y .  The Council 
deeming t h a t  these proposed routes and t i m e  schedules were 
submltted in subs tan t ia l  camptiance wi th  the provisions of 
Sections 2 and 7 of O r d i n a n c e  No. 324, It WRS moved by 
Councilman Haskell, B u l l  second, that both be approved by 
the adoption of Resolution No. 1455 Approving Bus Routes 
and Time Schedules n, the changes to be effective beginning 
February 7 ,  1949. Resolution NO, 1455 adopted by the 
follotving vote:

Owing t o  lack of' i&ormatlan 
as t o  location of streets, sew9rs and the general lay-out of 
this t rac t  as affecting f u t u r e  development of lands in this 
vicinity, the application was r e f e r r e d  t o  the City bianager and 
the City Engineer for investigation and report.
